Eaineft. Some ‘Time fince, the Reverend the 
Curate incumbent of St, ‘fames’s Clerkenwell 
Parith, for fuch is the Minifter in chief thereof 
ftiled, finding the Infirmisies of old Age to grow 
upon him, and ftarding in need of an Affiftant 
to the Difcharge of the Duties of his Sacerdotal 
Office, contracted with one Aér.

1 fhall not cnter upon thofe Particulars 
that farther than to acquaint you that a fix’d 
Sum was agreed upon, Accordingly Mr. Hend- 
ly betook himfelt to the Performance of the 
Condi ions that were Articled on his Part, and 
finding a Remifinefs of Difcipline, through a 
long Negleé of the Orders contain’d in the Ru- 
brick, at his firtt Entrance into the Church, at 
the Celebration of the ficond Service, went to 
the Altar and there read it. 

Feft. This could give no manner of Offence 
furely, but to fuch that are againft all Altars 
whatfuever, and under Pretence of Difienting 
from fet Forms of Prayets, and Places of Wor- 
fhip; for Confcience Sake, are tor no Altars at 
all. 

Earneft, You are highly miftaken, as to that 
Point. The low Party took an immediate 


Alarm, efpecially one whofe Oaths and Obli- 
gations as a Clergyman of the Church of Eng- 
land, ought to have made him put on a quite 


diff.rent Face, who by the {peaking Trumpet 








of a Mafculine fort of a Wife, was fo very free 
with him, as to charge him with introducing 
new and unheard of Pra€tices into that Church, 
and to tell him roundly in his Ear, that it ever 
he offer’d to do the like again, the herfelt, hor 
very individual felf, would pull off his Surplice 
over his Exs, even in the very Sacred Place, 
where he did it. 

Feft. 1 hope the Gentleman fo threatned, did 
not fear to try whether fhe would be as good as 
her Word. 

Earneft. His Licenfe from the Bifhop beforee 
named, fet him above Apprehentions of that 
Nature, and had fix’d him fo, that he could not 
ealily be removed. Hereupon the Artillery of 
her Reproaches how plentitully fcever difcharg- 
ed from a Tongue that had been long exerciled 
in the Art of Detraétion and Calumny, was fo 
far from beating him out of the Faltnefles of his 
Refolutions t& abide by the Rites and Ufages of 
the Church, fet forth in her Canons, that he 
continued to go on as he had begun; maugre 
a!l Oppofition from fome few leading Men of 
Inhabitants ; fince he was poflefs'd of the Hearts 
of the Majority, who were {> far from blaming 
a Gentleman that took more Pains for the good 
of their Souls than he was cbliged to by the 
Conira&t before-mention’d, that they laid hold 
of all Occafions to exprefs their Gratitude, for 
his Labours in their Behalf.

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Earneft. 1 am rot talking of the Quakers 
Charity-School which is not only tolerated but 
encourag’d in the faid Parifh, take my Word 
for it. So far is he from inculcating pernicious 
Do€trines, that he is daily exercifed in teaching 
the quite contrary, having in his own Perfon, 
receiv’d his Education under the Superintendance

a good Chriftian, a faithful Subje&, or a ten- 
der Dirc&tor of thefe innocent Children.
